A. Claims 1-3, 52-55 and 83-88 are drawn to compact disl< (CD) tiaving two 
track audio and additional audio stored in an audio portion and CD-ROM portion, 
respectively, and combining control information stored on CD-ROM portion, classified in 
Class 369, subclass 275.1. 

B. Claims 23-32 are drawn to an apparatus for the augmented playback of 
compact disk (CD) having two channel audio, including first and second buffer memory, 
control processor, and digital signal processor, classified in Class 369, subclass 47.32. 

Claims 4-14, 33-51, 71-82 and 89-94 are drawn to a method of storing two 
track sm\o and additional audio on audio portion and another portion respectively, and 
combining control information on a compact disk, classified in Class 369, subclass 
59.25. 



D. Claims 15-22, 60-70 and 95-106 are drawn to a method for reproducing 
media stored audio information including reading two track audio and second audio 
from first and second media, including, reading control information, and reproducing 
audio using the control information or reading low reso lution audio, additional 
information, and control information, and reconstructing two track high resolution audio 
using the read signals, classified in Class 369, subclass 47.16. 

Inventions B and A are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1 ) the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and 
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(2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the apparatus does not require a 
disk having additional audio in a CD-ROM portion. The subcombination has separate 
utility such as with a recording apparatus. 

Inventions A and C are related as product and process of use. The inventions 
can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case the product as 
claimed can be used in a materially different process such as with method of 
reproducing. 

Inventions A and D are related as product and process of use. The inventions 
can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case, the product as 
claimed can be used in a materially different process such as with method of recording. 

Inventions C and B are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the process as claimed can be practiced by another and 
materially different apparatus such as recording apparatus. 
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Inventions D and B are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the process as claimed can be practiced by another and 
materially different apparatus such as an apparatus without first and second buffers. 

Inventions C and D are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention C has separate utility 
such as with a method for recording video data. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
